The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest coating a chain of at least two 
fluorescent light bulbs, each having a transparent light main body and end caps having

conductive pins extending from the end caps whereby a coating is applied to the fluorescent light 
tubes and gaps between the tubes with the entirety of the end caps uncovered at the coating 
station for direct contact with the coating while the end caps have no other element physically 
intervening the coating and end caps. The prior art teaches using a mask or cover for the end 
caps prior to coating the fluorescent light tubes.
